View, the whole Deſign of France of re- 
ducing the Princes.of Germany to depend 
upon her imperious Will, of ſubjecting 
the maritime Powers to adlavith, Submiſſion 

her Orders, or rather her Intent to ſub- 

ert both; that, thygrevent theſe unhappy 
Events, the preſeniraſures are the only 
Means that can be Apply 'd in this Conjunc- 
ture, and that all the Objections raiſed by 
deſigning Men, both in regard to the Ex- 
pence, and our Alliances, are dangerous and 
deſtructive to the true Intereſt of the Na-

As the many Pamphlets, which have 
been wrote on theſe Subjects, have either 
eum a manifeſt Partiality, or bewilder 
and tired the Reader with a tedious Narra- 
tive, I thought it proper to draw theſe 
Matters up in as ſhort a Compaſs, as the 
Nature of the Thing will admit, where 
the Facts are impartially ſtated, and I hope 
ſuch Reaſons given for our Unanimity in 
purſuing theſe ſalutary Meaſures, as will 
convince every Man of Candour in the Na-

I know, 
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I know, GENTLEMEN, that there has 
been a great deal of Pains taken, both by 
Emiſſaries in the Country Towns, and 
Weekly Journals, to impoſe upon your 
Underſtandings, by ſetting Things in a falſe 
Light. Lou have been told that your Allies 
durſt not march, or if they did, that they 
would not fight, and when they did borh 
march and fight, and a great many of them 
were lain, you werggtold that they were 
not engaged in the Balls, You have been 
told that there was. aÞartial Diſtribution of 
Bread and Straw, as if it had been done by 
a ſuperior Order, than which, nothing is 
more falſe. You are told that you are to be 
faddled with Sixteen Thouſand of them for 
ever, under ſome Pretence or other; to 
fuch an Heigth of Folly. and Impudence 
are your Teachers arrived, - Can you then 
give. Credit to ſuch Men? Can you ſuffer 
yourſelves to be deluded by ſuch groſs A 
ſertions, and tamely ſuffer Truth to be vio- 
lated in ſo ſcandalous a Manner? | 


. GENTLEMEN, your Eſtates, your Com- 
merce, your Liberties, ran a great Riſque not 
long ago; the new Meaſures of this Miniſtry 
have removed -the immediate Danger, but 
not confirm'd them to you; you have a pow- 
erful Enemy to deal with, and nothing but 
vigorous Counſels will ever bring him to 
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hearken to Reaſon ;- he watches your Diſſen- 
tions; andi if you retire in the leaſt, you can 
expect no leſs than that he will bring upon 
you that enormous heap of Ruin, which he 
intended for you in that extenſive and per- 
nicious Scheme he ſet out with on the Death 
of the late Emperor. It is time now to ſet 
befote your Eyes what happen'd in this 
Event. In O&ober, in the Year: 1740, 
Charles the VIth died, leaving behind him 
two Daughters o poſſeſſed indeed of 
large Dominions; hot having the Sanc- 
tion of the Imperial Diadem to protect 
them, their Neighbours thought it a proper 
Time to trump up pretended Titles, and 
ſeize upon the greateſt Part of their Domi- 
nions, though -guaranty'd- to them by moſt 
of the great Powers of Europe.” In order to 


 Jucceed in this Project, ſecret Negotiations 


were carry'd on between the Courts of 


Bavaria, Berlin, Saxony, and France; 


the Fitſt pretending to a great Part of the 
Hereditary Dominions of the Queen of 
Hungary, the Emperor's eldeſt Daughter; 
the Second to ſome Duchies in Silgſia; 
the Third was to have a Share in the 
Marquiſate of Moravia. France. pretend- 
ed to nothing all this Time, but excuſed 
her breaking through the ſolemn Act of the 
Guaranty, under a Pretence of prior En- 
gagements with the Houſe of en 
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and at the ſame Time promiſed to march 
her Armies into Bobemia, and the other 
Hereditary Countries of the Queen of 
Hungary, as ſoon as the Seaſon for For- 
rage would permit, in order to crown the 
Elector of Bavaria with the Imperial Dia- 
dem; and cut him out a ſmall Dominion 
from the Spoils of the Auſtrian Family. 
And thus, by dividing Germany, ſhe 
was ſure of bringing about her Deſign of 
getting, for a Reigß gement of her Ex- 

nces in this War, M only Luxembourg, 

ut the Imperial Flanders, as ſhe had got 
a few ears before Lorain, by the ſame 
Sort of Title. 


Ix order to bring this Scheme about, 
it was agreed that the King of - Pruſſia 
Gould march firſt, and in the Depth of 
Winter ſeize upon Sileſia, totally unprovided 
with Troops and little expecting | ſuch an 
Attack, and the rather, becauſe that Prince 
made all the Profeſſions of Friendſhip ima- 
ginable to the Queen of Hungary, pro- 
miſing not only to aſiiſt ber with all his 
Forces but to mate ber Huſband' Empe- 
ror ; theſe were the Expreſſions dictated by 
that- King's Miniſter at the Court of 
Vienna. The King's Progreſs was 
rapid, as there was no Army ready to op- 
poſe him; at laſt Marſhal Meuperg got

Battle, and though his Army was not 
every where victorious, he ſaved Nie, 
and ſtop d the Progreſs of the King many 
Months, till he was call'd away into Bo-

Allies to aſſiſt her, no Body durſt ſtir; 
even the Engliſb Miniſter would do no 
more, than put his Hand in his Pocket, 
and make her a ſmall Preſent, as if he 
was afraid of offending his inſolent Neigh- 
bour and falſe Friend the —— Monarch, 
The Nation took the Alarm at this 
Conduct, and faw plainly,” that if France 
was to go on with her Project, the Ruin 
of this Country would be inevitable, the

A New Parliament was call'd, and what is 
uncommon in that Houſe, both Parties agreed 
to aſſiſt the Queen of Hungary, not only 
with a large Sum of Money, but alſo with a 
Body of Troops, which indeed was the on- 
ly rational Expedient could be thought of. 
Accordingly Forces were ſent over 
to Flanders, in order to join with ſuch ral

Ha p the French Schemd bean execu- 
ted, it is almoſt demonſtrable that both the 
maritime Powers had been ruind. Ima- 
gine only the French in Poſſeſſion of Im- 
perial Flanders, without any Controul on 
the Continent ; how ſoon would ſhe have 
blown up Fort Lilh, open d the Scheld and 
made Antwerp the Mart of Trade in thoſe 
Countries (as it had been formerly) to the 
manifeſt Prejudice, if not the total Ruin of 
the Hollanders. Then look upon them 


in another Light, Maſters of Offend (which 
in their Hands would ſoon make a great

W have ſeen that haughty Country 
begging for Mise of us; and though I 
can only with to ſee thoſe happy Times 
again, yet I am perſuaded, that a little 
Unanimity and Perſeverance on our Side 
will make her purchaſe a Peace with ſuch - 


a Loſs to herlelf, as will add a real Se- 


curity to her Neighbours our Allies. 


As to the cant Words of our being 
undone, and wanting Money, theſe are the 
alarm Bells of Faction, which are always 
ſounded in Publick, by the Fnemies of 
the Government, or by thoſe who are 
dliſappointed, which ceaſe the Moment that 
they are provided for; and I am perſuaded, 
that there are extremely few of thoſe who 
cry out, that the Nation is ruin'd, who 


would not add a thouſand or two thou-

ſand Pounds a Year more to its Ruin, 
if they could get it. 


As to the Objection of our Want of 
Money, one does not know, how to an- 
ſwer it ſeriouſly. A rich Commonalty, 
an extended Commerce, and large Sums of 
Money-to be had at low Intereſt, are un- 
deniable Proofs of the Falſeneſs of this 
Aſſertion. Ang as for the Publick Debt, 
it is certainly lowig how, than it was in 
the Year 1721. There were People 
then, that cry'd out, ht ave were undone, 
but {till we went on, ſpent a great Deal, 
and yet reduced ſome Part of the Na- 
tional Debt. But let the Debt, or the Ex- 
pence be what it will, we have but this 
Alternative at preſent, either to proceed 
with Vigour againſt the exorbitant and 
declared Views of Trance, or tamely ſub- 
mit to the Will of that relentleſs and per- 
fidious Nation, and by that Means be de- 
prived of all thoſe Benefits we now enjoy, 
from an almoſt unlimited Trade, and per- 
haps be reduced at laſt to defend ourſelves 
from the Inſolence of that imperious Na- 
tion, by keeping up conſtantly a large 
| ſtanding Army, and a great Fleet, to the 
Ruin of our Liberties, and the Deſtruction 


of the People. 
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ANOTHER Reaſon which ſhould induce 
us to be vigorous againſt France is, their 
tamely ſubmitting to thoſe many Inſults 
they pretend to have received from us, 
both in the Indies and the Medrterranean ; 
a certain Sign of their Weakneſs ſome- 
where; they know very well that we are 
powerful enough to ruin their Commerce, 
and they know too the Advantages they 
have received from thence, during theſe 
thirty pacifick Years, they have enjoy'd, 
ſince the fatal Treaty of Utrecht, 


SINCE that unhappy Period, they have 


worm'd themſelves into above one half of 


the Trade of New Spazrn ; their Eaſt In- 
dia Company has made a prodigious - Pro- 


. greſs, inſomuch that their Sales at Nants 
have amounted to near a Million ſterling 


for many Years ſucceſſively. I am afraid 


that we have long felt the Advantages they 
have of us in the Turky and Levant Trade. 


This has made them very cautious how 
they act with us, and is a ſure Sign that 


they think they have a great deal to loſe. 


— But if you give them Time to breathe, 
to repair their Loſſes by Land, and to re- 
ſtore their marine Affairs, now in a low 
Condition, there is no Doubt but that in a 
few Years, they may make the ſame Fi- 
gure at Sea, which they did in Lewis 

84 the 
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the XIVth's Time. But if they are hard 
preſs'd at Land, they never will be able to 
ſpare Money enough to give us much Trou- 
ble on the Ocean. 


 THEREFORF' let us proceed with Vi- 
gour and Unanimity; let us lay aſide per- 
ſonal Animoſities; let us not ſhew a Con- 
tempt for our Allies, that are engaged in 
the ſame Veſſel with us; let us be jea- 
lous of the Love of our Prince, but let 
us alſo be dutiful, aud careſul of his Ho- 
nour. His Subjeds, of whatever Deno- 
mination they are, will probably fight bet- 
ter for his Cauſe than Strangers, who only 
come into the Quarrel for Pay. —— Ho- 
Nour is a Tribute the Soldier owes to his 
natural Sovereign, and is a ſtronger Tye, 
than any Motive of Intereſt. - The 
greateſt Proof we can give of our Love 
and Concern for our Country is, to act with 
Emulation, and Reſentment only againſt 
our Enemies. 


In the War of 1702, the Dutch fought 
pro Aris & Focis; 2 French inſulted them 
at the very Walls of Nimeguen; it is not 
then wonderful, that they ſhould exert their 
whole Strength to drive away ſuch perni- 
cious Neighbours ; but the great Efforts they 
made then, renders them unable to come 

II 
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in now with the ſame Degree of Force; 
beſides, that the Number of their Barrier 
Tons muſt of Neceſſity employ a great 
Number of Troops for their Defence, and 
therefore we ſhould not look upon M the 
twenty thouſand Men ſent into this Alliance 
in the firſt Campaign, as a contemptible 
Aid.' | | 


Ir we may judge of the Wiſdom of the 
Dutch Counſels now, by their paſt Con- 
duct, it is natural to heęheve, that as ſoon as 
the Auſtrian Troops Have paſt the Rhine, 
and conſequently that the Confederates can 
act efficaciouſly againſt the common Ene- 
my; I fay, it is natural to believe, that they 
will come in, totis Viribus, to help to diſ- 
able that ambitious Nation to diſturb the 
Peace of Europe, for many Years at leaſt. 
—— They have the ſame Danger to appre- 
hend that we have, with this Difference, 
that they muſt be the firſt Sacrifice; it is 
impoſſible to doubt their being in earneſt, 
in this Cauſe, or that they will not contri- 
bute all that is in their Power, to ſhew them- 
ſelves the natural Allies of England. 


BEWARE then, GENTLEMEN, of that 
falſe Zeal which is profeſs'd by many of 
our Fellow- Subjects, who ſhelter their own 
jelf- intereſted Views under a pretended 

Care 
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Care of your Welfare; who raiſe up a thou- 
fand Phantoms, to be- night your Under- 
ſtandings, in Hopes to clog the Wheels of 


_ Government, that they may take the Reins 


into their own Hands; and who, were they 
at the Helm, muſt purſue the fame Mea- 
ſures, unleſs they meant to betray you into 
the Hands of our inveterate Enemies. You 
ought to look with Deteſtation on thoſe 
Men, who oppoſe the only Meaſures, which 
can ſecure our Happineſs ; and at: the ſame 
Time, you ought to applaud and cheerfully 
concur with thoſe: who only act, and dare 


not act otherwiſe than for yours and the 


Nation's Security.
